THIEVES stole air condi¬ 
tioning units from the roof 
of a Kidderminster shop, 
causing £25,000 of damage 
in the process. 

Police believe the raiders, 
who struck at WH Smith in 
High Street, will have sold 
the units for their scrap 
value. 

Details of the theft which 
happened between 5.30pm 
on July 17 and 9am on July 
18 were only released by 
police this week. 

Pc Marc Hinder of Kidder¬ 
minster police station said: 
“The units were undoubt¬ 
edly stolen for their scrap 
value, which is probably 
only around £100, but tens 
of thousands of pounds 
worth of damage was caused 
in order to take them. 

“Because of this, I would 
ask that people are vigilant 
and keep an eye out for any 
suspicious activity on the 
roofs of businesses where 
there are likely to be air con¬ 
ditioning units. Don’t just 
assume that if you see 
someone on top of a building 
in a high-vis jacket that they 
are there legitimately. 

“I would also urge busi¬ 
nesses to take as many pre¬ 
cautions as they can.”

Raid closes 
popular pool 

METAL thieves have forced 
the closure of a popular pad¬ 
dling pool in Kidderminster 
for the summer. 

Cables were stolen at the 
pool in Brinton Park, off 
Stourport Road. 

The pool needed repairs, 
but when workers discov¬ 
ered the metal cables were 
missing, it was closed. 

The pool is one of four in 
the Wyre Forest district. 

The pools in Northwood 
Lane, Bewdley and in St 
George’s Park, Kiddermin¬ 
ster are open, and Stourport 
Riverside pool is being 
repaired. 

Last year, the council 
unveiled plans to update the 
water play facilities, and 
plans are being drawn up. 


VISION IS UNVEILED 
FOR TOWN CENTRE 


AMBITIOUS plans to revamp the 
centre of Kidderminster have been 
unveiled. 

Under the scheme two public squares would be built, 
and subways filled in to be replaced with pedestrian 
bridges. The idea is to attract more people to the 
town, and to give the centre an “important role as the 


civic heart of Kiddermin¬ 
ster”. 

The scheme includes 
developing the area outside 
the town hall in Vicar Street 
and the Bull Ring near the 
post office, which is now 
clogged with cars. 

The subways under the 
busy Comberton Hill island 
on the ring road would be 
filled in and replaced with 
walkways and traffic lights. 

Funding needs to be found 
for the project, but it is 
hoped finance from the 
private sector will be forth¬ 
coming from firms inspired 
by the recent investment in 
the former British Sugar 
site, which will create 400 
jobs. 

The proposals are part of a 
new action plan for Wyre 
Forest by the district council 
that sets out how the district 
should change over the next 
20 years. 

Visitors 

The action plan says the 
existing subways act as “a 
significant physical and 
visual barrier for pedestri¬ 
ans”. 

It adds: “A key ambition 
for the area is to encourage 
and increase pedestrian 
movement into the town 
centre, particularly taking 
advantage of the many visi¬ 
tors that go to the Severn 
Valley Railway.” 

Residents have com¬ 
plained for years that the 
subways are dangerous at 
night, and put people off 
heading into the town centre 
from the nearby train 
station. 

Artist’s impressions have 
been produced showing how

a piazza around the town 
hall would look with foun¬ 
tains and trees. 

And the traffic island in 
the Bull Ring could be 
opened up and replaced with 
a statue or water feature. 

The plan says: “The tradi¬ 
tional town centre should 
have an important role as 
the civic heart of Kiddermin¬ 
ster. 

“However, identifying the 
centre of town is hard and 
there is no primary focus for 
public space. 

“The ambition for this 
new space, together with the 
town hall, is to make it the 
civic heart and focal point of 
the town centre. 

“This new space should be 
a high-quality piece of public 
realm and should be 
designed as a multi-func¬ 
tional space that enables it 
to be used for a variety of 
events.” 

Residents can submit 
their views on the plans 
during a public consultation 
which runs until September 
14. 

The action plan will then 
go before councillors later in 
the year before being 
adopted. 

Councillor Julian Phillips, 
cabinet member for place 
shaping, said: “These are 
ambitions that we have for 
the town and they will not be 
possible just using public 
sector money, so we want to 
attract firms and show them 
what they could be a part 
of”

Ambulance 
station to 
shut under 
shake-up 

IN a huge shake-up to save 
money, Kidderminster’s 
ambulance station will be 
shut and its staff moved to 
three smaller community 
bases in the town. 

The station, in Stourport 
Road, will be put on the 
market. 

Paramedics will collect 
their ambulances from 
either Bromsgrove or 
Worcester and then roll out 
to their community stations, 
from where they will 
respond to emergency calls. 

Ambulance bosses also 
plan to open a community 
station in Stourport, which 
does not now have a perma¬ 
nent base. 

The new facilities will be 
leased at a lower cost than 
the currently-owned 

station. 

Stations in Bromsgrove 
and Worcester are being 
revamped at a cost of £1.45 
million to provide mainte¬ 
nance hubs for the county. 

Ambulance fleet assis¬ 
tants will clean, stock and 
prepare ambulances ready 
for when they are collected 
by paramedics. 

Bosses say this move will 
help reduce times crews 
spend waiting for vehicles to 
be maintained. 

Sites for the community 
stations in Kidderminster 
and Stourport have been 
identified and will be publi¬ 
cised in due course. 

Staff will be relocated next 
year. 

MP meeting 
on hospital 

MARK Gamier, Wyre 
Forest’s MFJ held a meeting 
on the future of Kiddermin¬ 
ster’s hospital to bring com¬ 
munity leaders face-to-face 
with the Hospitals Trust. 

Later, Mr Gamier said: “I

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Villagers find novel nse 
fOr unwanted phone box 



THEY say the best things 
come in small packages. 

And that is certainly true for the 
Belbroughton Book Exchange near 
Kidderminster. 

Despite being one of the smallest 
libraries in the world, set up in an 
old red telephone box, it is a honey 
pot for the village’s avid readers. 

The library is kept stocked up as 
villagers borrow books and replace 
them with their own used volumes. 

“It’s self-perpetuating,” said 
Ruth Perry, of High Street, Bel¬ 
broughton, who runs the exchange 
with the help of a group of neigh¬ 
bours and fellow members of the 
village history society. 

When members of the history 
group found out the phone kiosk in 
High Street on the corner of Pinch¬ 
ers Close was going to be removed by 
BT last year, they set about finding a 
way of saving it for the village. 

Dilapidated 

“The kiosk is very nice street fur¬ 
niture, although it was getting 
dilapidated and was non-commis¬ 
sioned, with none of its internal 
organs left inside,” said Mrs Perry, 
aged 66, a retired teacher. 

“We had to have an authorised 
body to take it over so Belbroughton 
Parish Council became our under¬ 
writer and the history society pur¬ 
chased it from BT for a nominal £1. 

“BT painted it and even put the 
gold crowns back on, because they 
had worn off. We wanted it to be 
useful, rather than decorative, and 
mused over what we could use it for. 

“We’d heard of other places where 
phone boxes had children’s paint-

ings in - but hit upon the idea of 
turning it into a library for the 
village. I’m obsessed about children 
reading and I’m glad to see so many 
young people in the village using our 
library. ” 

Mrs Perry, together with neigh¬ 
bours Sue and Ian Dalziel, Sue 
Pawley and history society chair¬ 
man Sarah Bradley, then started 
setting it up. They had to replace one 
pane of glass in the phone box and 
Belbroughton Woodyard gave them 
the shelving, which the volunteers 
painted black. 

They put a request in the parish 
newsletter for people to donate their 
used books - and Mrs Perry, who 
runs a second hand book shop at 
Harvington Hall, near Kiddermin¬ 
ster, stored them in her hallway. “It

was good fun setting it up and we 
had bags of books to stock it,” said 
Mrs Perrry, who has lived in Bel¬ 
broughton for 23 years. 

“Then, in May last year, we had a 
grand opening.” 

At least 100 people now use the 
library regularly, dipping into its 
stock of 200 to 300 fact, fiction and 
children’s books and then replenish¬ 
ing the shelves with their own spare 
ones. 

Among the regulars are retired 
teachers Chris and Heather Loft- 
house. “We think the idea to use the 
telephone box as a library is a fan¬ 
tastic one,” said Mr Lofthouse. 

“We regularly borrow and donate 
to it. In fact, although our children 
have now grown up and left home, 
they also use the library on visits 


back home. “The opening of the box 
happened shortly after the death of 
my mother, who was an avid reader 
and a collector of books, so I was able 
to donate quite a few books in the 
beginning to help stock the library.” 

Cyclists and hikers passing 
through the village also often stop 
and browse the shelves. Mrs Perry 
said: “People respect it and we make 
sure it’s neatly stacked with quality 
books.” 

The book exchange is now a focal 
point of Belbroughton and it was 
decked out with bunting for the 
recent Queen’s diamond jubilee cel¬ 
ebrations. 

Villagers, who are proud of their 
book exchange phone box, also tend 
to the garden around it to make sure 
it is always neat and tidy. 


Floodlight

Grandmother's legacy helps 
fight against hreast cancer

A GRANDMOTHER left £50,000 in her will to 
Cancer Research UK to help combat the 
disease that struck three generations of her 
family. Margaret Wall, who was successfully 
treated for ovarian cancer in 2001, died aged 


85 seven years later. 

Her daughter Jane Rymer, 
who lives near Kiddermin¬ 
ster, and granddaughter 
Sarah Wall also suffered 
from breast cancer. 

Now years later, both have 
survived and presented the 
generous legacy to the 
charity during a tour of the 
Birmingham Cancer Re¬ 
search UK Centre. 

It will be used exclusively 
to fund the charity’s breast 
cancer research across the 
UK. 

Mrs Rymer, who promotes 
houses for parties and corpo¬ 
rate events, said: “I’m so 
proud of my mother and the 
legacy she has left.” 

The 54-year-old was diag¬ 
nosed with an aggressive 
form of breast cancer in 
2003 after making a chance 
comment about a dimple to a 
doctor. 

Mrs Rymer, mother-of- 
two, had undergone surgery 
to remove a lump, then four 
months of chemotherapy 
and three weeks of radio¬ 
therapy when Margaret 
died. 

Margaret’s granddaugh¬ 
ter, Sarah, 35, from Edgbas- 
ton, was also diagnosed with 
breast cancer in 2007 at the

age of 30. She underwent 
surgery three times during 
four-and-a-half years but is 
now back at work. 

Mrs Rymer, of Hackman’s 
Gate, near Belbroughton, 
added: “The lives of those 
who have cancer and their 
families are deeply affected 
and while Sarah and I have 
beaten the disease it’s 
important to reco^ise that 
not everyone survives. 

“It’s our hope that mum’s 
legacy will help Cancer 
Research UK beat the 
disease for everyone.”

THE Palmer’s Cross area of 
Wolverhampton is sometimes 
called the Lake District, as all the 
roads are named after the lakes, 
Windermere Road, Coniston 
Road, Derwent Road etc. 

In 1956 Ealing Studios made a film 
in Wolverhampton called The Man in 
the Sky. It starred Jack Hawkins as a 
test pilot for a fictitious aircraft 
company called Conway Aircraft. 

It was filmed entirely on location in 
and around Pendeford Airport, and 
the ‘home’ of Jack Hawkins in the 
film was 3 Derwent Road. Many 
scenes were filmed there, inside and 
out, with Elizabeth Sellars, the 
actress who played his wife. 

The film centred around him test 
flying a new ‘Conway’ aircraft, which 
was actually a Bristol Freighter, and 
having an engine fire. 

Many famous British character 
actors were also in the film, including 


by Alec Brew 


Donald Pleasance and Lionel Jeffries, 
and they watched as Hawkins ‘flew’ 
the aircraft around to burn off fuel, 
before making a successful landing, 
and then going home to his ‘wife’ in 
Derwent Road, who had been tipped 
off about the drama, and gave him a 
good scolding for putting his life at 
risk. 

Powerful 

A few years later, just round the 
corner in Grasmere Close, a real pilot 
and aircraft engineer, Keith 
Sedgewick, decided to build himself 
an aircraft in his garage. 

He chose a single seat Currie Wot 
biplane, but fitted a more powerful 
engine than was usual for the type, 
and made other changes to the basic 
design, so that he renamed it a Super 
Wot. 

It was completed in 1969, and he 


then test flew it at Halfpenny Green 
airfield, from where he was to fly it for 
many years. 

Actual flying came to the ‘Lake Dis¬ 
trict’ a few years later when Chris 
Tarrant, then of Tiswas fame, now 
more widely known because of the 
television progp:-amme Who Wants to 
be a Millionaire, came to Palmers 
Cross School to present the prizes at 
the school fete. 

With a typical showbusiness flour¬ 
ish he landed on the playing field in a 
small Brantly B 2 helicopter. 

The man in the Sky is not a very 
good film, it’s one of Jack Hawkins 
more obscure efforts, made after his 
successes in Zulu and The Cruel Sea, 
but it does give fascinating glimpses 
of parts of Wolverhampton. 

The film can be found on DVD, and 
its fascinating to watch it, if only to 
try and recognise all the locations, 
including Derwent Road.

Warm warning 
over burglaries 

POLICE chiefs are warning residents in 
the W 3 n’e Forest District to be careful when 
leaving windows or doors open during the 
warm weather. 

They say thieves often look for down¬ 
stairs windows left open. 

Det Ch Insp Gary Watson said: “A large 
proportion of burglaries are committed by 
thieves who enter homes through an 
unlocked door or an open window and 
there is traditionally a spike in the number 
of such crimes during hot spells. 

“Keep doors locked at all times when not 
in use and don’t leave accessible windows 
open in unoccupied rooms. 

“For example, if you are in the garden 
and leave the front door open, it would only 
take a matter of seconds for an opportunist 
thief to walk in and grab any valuables.” 


Developer scales back on its 
controversial plan for honses 


CONTROVERSIAL plans for new 
homes on part of an 18th century 
manor house estate near Kiddermin¬ 
ster have been scaled back. 

Gala Homes has reduced the number of homes 
proposed for the site on land owned by Lord 
Cobham in Hagley from 230 to 175. 

It comes after villagers objected to the scheme, 
fearing it would cause schools and other ameni¬ 
ties to become over-stretched. The developer has 
also dropped plans to build a medical centre after 
talks with health chiefs. 

But it said the project will create 260 jobs 


during construction phase while new offices will 
be built with the potential to create a further 50 
positions. 

The site, part of the 350-acre estate, is bordered 
by the A456 Kidderminster Road and the A491 
Stourbridge Road. More than 350 people signed a 
petition against the scheme when it was first 
announced and hundreds attended a consulta¬ 
tion event was held in October. A planning appli¬ 
cation was submitted to Bromsgrove District 
Council but later withdrawn for a design rethink. 

Gala Homes spokesman Jonathan Reay said: 
“We have engaged closely with local public con- 
sultees over the past six months and listened 


hard to what they were saying. We are very grate¬ 
ful to the local councils, health care trust and 
local people who have helped to further shape our 
proposals for this development, to ensure that it 
respects the character of the local area. 

“As a result, we have reduced the number of 
new homes proposed in our original application 
from 230, now to 175.” 

“There is a major shortfall in the supply of new 
housing identified in the area, with particular 
concern about the lack of affordable homes for 
local people,” he added. 

Hagley Parish Council chairman Steve Colella 
said he would be taking a close look at the plans. 


Panel needed to 
probe complaints 

COUNCILS and the fire service in Worcester¬ 
shire are looking for six people to deal with 
complaints on an independent panel. 

The six authorities, including Wyre Forest 
District Council, are under a legal duty to set 
up the group. They must take into account 
the views of independent people before 
making a decision after an allegation that a 
member has breached the code. 

Worcestershire County Council, Malvern 
Hills District Council, Worcester City 
Council, Wychavon District Council and 
Hereford and Worcester Fire and Rescue 
Authority are also involved. 

Six people will be appointed on a panel - 
and individuals can then be selected by one of 
the authorities to advise on a particular com¬ 
plaint.

In 
January 1840 he was given a 
two-year contract to run the 
new system and introduced 
the penny post.

A PETITION protesting at 
the possible closure of 
Kidderminster Hospital 
has taken off. 

More than 2,300 people si^ed it 
in just four hours as campaigners 
took to the streets. 

Members of the Kidderminster 
Hospital Alliance which is fight¬ 
ing plans to overhaul hospital 
services in Worcestershire held a 
day of action in the town centre. 

Health chiefs are reviewing the 
county’s three main hospitals 
and six “models of care” have 
been drawn up. 

Two of the six models threaten 
the Kidderminster site with 
closure or downgrading. 

The campaign group wants 
services in Kidderminster to be 
protected. 

They are urging NHS bosses to 
consider using Kidderminster 
Hospital more - to help relieve 
the pressure on the Alexandra in 
Redditch, and the Worcester¬ 
shire Roy-al in Worcester, which 
both have busy accident and 
emergency departments. 

Services 

Stephen Brown, secretary for 
the Kidderminster Hospital 
Alliance, said 2,335 signatures 
were collected between 10am and 
2pm on Saturday. 

He described it as a “magnifi¬ 
cent result” and said it demon¬ 
strated that “the people of Wyre 
Forest care about their hospital, 
care about their NHS, and want 
to keep the hospital and retain its 
services”. 

He added: “That is what we are 
campaigning for, and that is what 
the people of W 3 n’e Forest want. 

The Alliance has also received 
many phone calls and emails over 
the last few days from people 
anxious about the NHS plans.” 

The six models would see, at a 
minimum, minor injury treat¬ 
ment facilities, outpatient facili¬ 
ties, outpatient services and 
some diagnostic services remain 
in Kidderminster, Redditch and 
Worcester. 

A series of discussion meetings 
with patients, clinicians and 
politicians have already taken 
place. Further events will be held 
in Aug-ust. 

A formal three-month consul¬ 
tation on the preferred options is Campaigners gather names for a petition to keep Kidderminster Hospital open, 

due to take place in November. The petition has taken off among people anxious for the future of town services

I Should Be So 
Lucky launched her music career 
and kick-started a wave of Aussie 
soap stars trying their hands at 
chart stardom. Dead or Alive 
enjoyed lucrative success, thanks to 
SAW’S dance-floor filler You Spin Me 
Round, while established celebs 
such as Sinitta, Cliff Richard and the 
late Donna Summer also benefitted 
from the Midas touch of Mike, Matt 
and Pete. The trio went on to score 
more than 100 top 40 hits, and one 
of their biggest successes was with 
a man who witnessed their rise to 
fame, RickAstley. 


“I met Pete Waterman very early 
on when I was about 19, and I 
watched their company. Stock, 
Aitken and Waterman and 
everything go from just kind of 
hanging on by the skin of their 
teeth to becoming the biggest 
producers in Europe really,” 
explains Rick. ‘And that’s around the 
time when they were just starting to 
crack it, they were just beginning to 
have hit records, that’s when I 
signed to them. I had no clue who 
they were.” 

Thanks to his hit single Never 
Gonna Give You Up, Rick 
was transformed from jobbing 
musician to overnight superstar. 
Aside from landing the number 
one slot 25 years ago (where it 
stayed for five weeks, and 
became the best selling UK single 
of 1987), it also topped the charts 
in 25 countries, including the 
United States. The video, helmed 
by The Expendables 2’s Simon 
West, was broadcast all over the 
world, but more recently the song 
received a new lease of life thanks 
to the Internet phenomena of 
‘Rickrolling: 


Five years ago some wag thought 
it would be a good idea to post 
misleading Internet links which 
would re-direct viewers to Astley’s 
classic tune. 

They say there’s no such thing as 
bad publicity, and in an age when 
the world started warming to 
instantly downloadable music, it 
wasn’t long before one of Stock 
Aitken and Waterman’s most famous 
tracks had achieved a new lease of 
life. 

In 2012 the trio may be 
comfortably well off, but in the early 
days Rick wondered whether the 
company would survive. “I’m not 
saying they were talking about how 
they were going to pay the studio 
rent, but it felt like that at times,” he 
laughs. ‘They were building 
something, and then a year-and-a- 
half later they’d got five records in 
the top 40 all the time.” The rest, as 
they say, is pop history. 

Aside from contributions from Pete 
Waterman, this show, narrated by 
Suranne Jones, also features Simon 
Cowell, Sinitta, Jason Donovan, 

Pete Burns, Sonia, Lament Dozier, 
Kim Appleby and Steps.

Audi’s engineers create a king of the 



IF YOU have deep pockets and 
need a large estate car with four- 
wheel drive, the option to 
meander off-road and a quality 
brand, there is only one option 
and that is the new Audi A6 
Allroad. 

Audi has honed 4-wheel drive quattro 
drive trains to perfection and the A6 


Allroad with air suspension is a depend¬ 
able, go anywhere product. This is the 
seventh generation and it differs from its 
sibling, the Avant estate, in several ways. 

It has flared wings front and rear and 
stainless steel underguards at the front and 
the back of the vehicle. The wheel arches, 
^ bumpers, and extended sills are a 
contrasting colour, although 
you can order body 
coloured paintwork. 
The A6 has 


extended use of aluminium for its body, this 
reduces weight and decreases running 
costs. Audi suggests that by this, and the 
engineers twe^ing the engine derivatives, 
possibly 20 per cent lower emissions have 
been achieved. 

The designers have smoothed the exte¬ 
rior and made it look not so much an off- 
roader as more a Grand Tourer. The 
interior of the new vehicle is typically Audi, 
with an air of quality that makes it superb 
to be cocooned in. It is curvaceous, it is lux¬ 
urious: the leather, the stitching and the 
pipe work were all perfect. 

The instrumentation is complex and 
involved, but if this was to be your Grand 
Tourer or your office you would soon 
become used to it. There is plenty of space 
and the ability to adjust the steering wheel 
and driver’s seat means almost any size 
driver will be able to get comfortable. 

Generous 

The rear of the vehicle is comfy - two 
huge six-footers could fit without prob¬ 
lems. Boot space is generous and there 
are points to attach straps or a cargo net. 


The 60/40 split seats can expand the 
capacity, however they don’t fold com¬ 
pletely flat and are a bit awkward if you 
have huge amounts of luggage to move. 

The Allroad’s major attraction is its off¬ 
road facility and the wonderful air suspen¬ 
sion which allows you to raise or lower the 
vehicle depending on the terrain. It can 
drop by 15mm for high speed motoring and 
gain 35 mm at the push of a button when 
you go off-road and need clearance. It has a 
hill descent function which will limit the 
speed depending on the surface. 

The power options are four V6 engines 
(3-litre V6 petrol or three V6 diesels) also 3- 
litre with power outputs ranging from 201 
to 306bhp. Audi engineers have worked 
hard and the 3-litre diesel entry-level 204 
bhp has claimed fuel figures in the mid 40s 
and 159gm of C02. The transmission is a 
dual clutch automatic seven-speed, avail¬ 
able with optional paddles on the steering 
wheel. 

Quattro means permanent four-wheel 
drive and this tells you the vehicle dynam¬ 
ics are going to be excellent with a reassur¬ 
ing feel in a variety of conditions. If this 


off-road 


vehicle hardly ventures off road, it won’t be 
exploiting its true potential. The opportu¬ 
nity to try two Allroad models back-to-back 
was a really good comparison. Both were 3- 
litre diesels - a 313bhp and a more comfort¬ 
able 245 bhp. Both had automatic 
transmissions and the performance was 
very similar. The higher performance 
engine leapt forward and required less gear 
changing for overtakes but there wasn’t a 
hugely discernible difference. 

Both performed admirably on slippery 
roads and the small tracks that we ven¬ 
tured on showed that Audi’s four-wheel 
drive system is superb. 

Audi are the masters of speccing up and 
the extras list can be horrific. The on-road 
price of the 3-litre 245bhp vehicle that we 
tested was £44,690 but the actual vehicle 
we drove would have needed a cheque for 
£65,000. 

The A6 Allroad will attract those who 
like the brand, its interior, the quality of its 
manufacture and a vehicle that is under¬ 
stated. 

The A6 Allroad range varies in price from 
£43,150 to £49,445.

KIDDERMINSTER archer Naomi Folkard went 
out of the Olympics after losing to Mariana 
Avitia at Lord’s. 

The 28-year-old had earlier beaten Russia’s Kristina 
Timofeeva 6-4 in a thrilling match before losing 6-2 to 
Mexico’s Avitia in the last 16. 

Folkard admitted she always faced an uphill battle after 
qualifying 42nd in the ranking round. 

“I was ranked quite low, which meant I had to go up 
against really good archers so I should have qualified a bit 
better,” she said. “I wouldn’t have wanted to shoot anything 
different so I’m pleased with how I performed. 


“I had quite a few arrows 
that were just outside the 10 
and with luck on my side 
they would have been 10s 
and it could have been a dif¬ 
ferent story. 

“The Mexican girl shot 
really well, though, and 
deserves credit. 

“She is a strong archer 
and I put myself in that posi¬ 
tion with not the best per¬ 
formance in the ranking 
round on the first day.” 

Perfect 

Folkard was in the Team 
GB side which lost to Russia 
in the team round and her 
Olympics is now over. 

She was crushed after 
shooting a four in the decid¬ 
ing end of the 215-208 team 
loss. “The conditions were 
perfect - that was me,” she 
said. 

“We had a strong start and 
they caught us up with one 
end to go and I had a dodgy 
last arrow, which doesn’t 
help,” added Folkard. 

Kidderminster swimmer 
Amy Smith helped Team GB 
to fifth place in the 4xl00m 
relay - and vowed there is 
more to come. 

Smith was racing in the 
100m individual freestyle 
heats yesterday (Wednes¬ 
day) and goes in the 50m 
event tomorrow.

The 25-year-old believes 
she can make an impact on 
her Games debut - after the 
relay team posted three 
minutes 37.02 seconds, 
three-tenths outside the 
national record. 

She said: “Women’s 
sprinting has moved on so 
much in the last four years 
already. That relay team has 
come on so much in a year 
because we didn’t even 
make the final at the World 
Championships last year. We 
are still progressing and 
there is still more to come 
from me. ” 

Double Commonwealth 
silver medallist Smith swam 
54.27sec in the relay final at 
the Aquatics Centre, 0.26sec 
off her personal best. 

“I would have liked my leg 
to have gone a bit faster, sub- 
54 seconds, but hopefully I 
will build through the 
week,” she said. 

“We did just miss the 
British record by three-hun¬ 
dredths. To be honest 
medals-wise we were just 
going in there to see what we 
could do. We weren’t expect¬ 
ing anything so fifth is good 
and it was a good perform¬ 
ance from us all.”

WOLVERHAMPTON gymnast Krist¬ 
ian Thomas has made history at the 
London 2012 Olympics. 

The Wednesfield star, who trains at 
Earl’s Gym in Halesowen, inspired 
Team GB’s men squad to claim bronze 
in a day of drama at the North Green¬ 
wich Arena. 

It is the first time in 100 years that 
the men’s team have taken an Ol 3 mipic 
medal - since Stockholm in 1912 - and 
they almost ended up with silver. 

Japan won their appeal against 


Kohei Uchimura’s pommel horse score 
to take silver after Team GB initially 
sat second after six events with 271.711 
points. 

And after the late-night drama 
Thomas, who scored a brilliant 16.500 
on the vault, admitted he was in dream¬ 
land. 

“I keep looking down at the medal 
and I’m amazed. I’m lost for words,” 
said the 23-year-old afterwards. “We’ve 
won a medal but it still hasn’t sunk in. 

“I’m hoping once the next week is out 


of the way we can relax, take a moment 
and realise we’ve achieved one of the 
greatest things in the history of our 
sport. 

“I’m completely overwhelmed by the 
experience. Hopefully in a month I can 
sit back and take everything in and 
think I really have done something 
special. 

“It’s been 18 years of hard work, 
blood, sweat and tears - the graft in the 
gym, the early mornings and the before 
school training.”
